MOSCOW — Lithuania and 
Moscow headed toward compro- 
mise Sunday over the republic's 
declaration of independence. and 
the Kremlin appeared poised to re- 
sume natural gas supplies to a big 
chemical plant there. 

Prospecis for a breakthrough in 
the seven-week impasse emerged 
after uke Kremlin said it would 
agree τὸ Lithuania’s freezing its 
March 11 dectaration of indepen- 
dence instead of renouncing it, 

The new mood of compromise 
was reinforced by reports that the 
Soviet prime minister, Nikolai I. 
Ryzhkov, had ordered a sharp in- 
crease in natural gas supplies to ihe 
Azot chemical plant in Janava, 90 
kilometers (55 miles) northwest of 
Vilnius. 

The plant production manager. 
Viadislavas Gedvidas. said Sunday 
that Mr. Ryzhkov had approved 
deliveries of 3 million cubic meters 
of natural gas a day, six times what 
the Kremlin has been supplying 
since April 19. when economic 
sanctions went into effect. 

So far, Mr, Gedvidas said, there 
has been no increase,
